DOCUMENTS 

Document 23 is United States Patent No. 5,163,093, wherein is disclosed a 
mounting for a microphone includes a plate with an opening the plate being shaped and 
arranged so that it holds a microphone secured in said opening with the microphone 
contacting a person's neck. In this position the microphone can pick up sounds produced 
by the person through bone conduction. 

Document 24 is a published application (EPO Publication No. 0 519 621) wherein 
is disclosed a vibration pickup which is mounted on a helmet, a headset, a hanger, a face 
mask, or the like which is put on a human head. The vibration pickup is held in or out of 
contact with a certain region of the human head for converting voice-induced mechanical 
vibration of the region into an electric signal. The vibration pickup may be held against 
the top, an upper or lower lateral side, or a cheek region of the human head. 

Document 25 is a supplementary European search report for related European 
application 03794691.0 - 1256 (PCT/AU0301 167). The cited Japanese patent has been 
previously disclosed herein.
